toxic effects of its. forerunner. 

Thyroid Gland 

In toxle goltre’ the thyroid ‘gland 
produces such. an excessive amount 
of {ts secretion. that it octs os Oo 
poison to cause such symptoms 03

Treatment with this drug does not 
require hospitalisation. nor js it 
necessary for the patient to discon- 
tinue his normal activities.

There are occasions when the award of an-indirect 
free-kick can be a very tricky business. If the goal-keeper | 
carries the ball more than:four paces without bouncing 
it on the ground, the Referee should award an indirect 


free-kick from the, spot where he exceeded his lmlts. 


-This may be anywhere 


often it occurs within the six-yard goal area, the area 
which the goal-keeper may be charged only 
the ball or obstructing an: opponent. 2 


Very few goal-keepers know . of 
the advice offered them in the Re- 
‘| férees' Chart and Players' Gulde to 
the Laws of the Game which says 
“ get rid of the ball, at once.” 


CHARGING THE GOAL-KEEPER 


, 
While holding the ball a goal- 
keeper is Inble to be charged when 
anywhere .in the penalty area: If 
he doesn't get rid of it he may soon 
be in diMcuttles and, in evading a 
tackle, may take more than four 
steps, Many foal-keepers have only 
the haziest Ideas as to how, when 
apd where they may be charged. 
Thoy .will frequently turn to the 
Referee with an atr of injured inno- 
cence when assailed with a vigorous 
but perfectly fair shoulder charge. 

In the instance of an Indlrect free- 
kick awarded against the defending 
side within the penally-area, all the 
usual rules govern the positions 
which players may take up, but 
there Is once Important addition. 
"The infringement" may” occur-at a. 
spot no more than a few Inches from 
the gonl-line, it could ‘be absolute- 
ly on the goal-line. In such event 
the ordinary ruling, that a defender 
shall not come within 10 yards of 
the ball, would be too severe a han- 
dienp, 

The proviso is made that players 
of the opposite side shall not ap- 
proach within 10 yards of the ball, 
until. it is in play, unless they arc
